To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bishopthorpe 
Ri'ral  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting-  lor  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1913. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  5,550  acres. 

d'he  population  is  2,091. 

BIRTH-RATE. 


The  births  registered  are  44,  23  males  and  21  females,  d'here 
are  no  illegitimate  births.  The  birth-rate  is  21-5  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  In  1912  it  was  also  21  *5.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1913  is  23  *9,  less  the  241  towns  it  is  22  -2.  In 
1912  it  \yas  22  ’6. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  27,  12  males  and  15  females,  giving' 
a death-rate  of  12  *9  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Deducting  the 
death  of  a non-resident  and  adding  the  death  of  a resident  who 
died  in  a Public  Institution  outside  the  District,  we  get  a similar 
rate.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  13  '7.  The  standardized 
rate  for  the  District  is  12-3. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  regi.stered  is  70' 
in  1912  it  was  also  70.  For  England  and  W^'ale.s  the  rate  is  109, 
less  the  241  towns  it  is  96.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  i *4. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH  DURING  I'HE  YEAR  1913. 

There  were  27  deaths  as  follows  : — Measles,  1 ; Diphtheria, 
I ; Influenza,  i ; Phthisis,  2 ; other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  i ; 
Cancer,  3;  Bronchitis,  i;  Pneumonia,  5;  other  Disea.ses  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,  i ; Enteritis,  i ; .Nephritis,  i ; violent  deaths, 
I ; Pleurisy,  i ; other  Di.seases,  7.  Non-residents  : — i found  dead 
on  the  N.IL  Railway,  i found  drowned  iti  the  Ri\'er  Ou.se. 
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CASES  REPORTED  UNDER  THE  NOTIFICATION  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 

Diphtheria,  3;  Scarlet  Fever,  9;  Tuberculosis,  4. 

No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified,  nor  were  there  any 
in  1912. 

Diphtheria  (3  cases). — All  occurred  in  the  same  house  at 
Copmanthorpe.  The  first  attacked  was  a child,  4 years  of  age. 
I could  trace  no  definite  history  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease. 
The  case  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Acomb  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  second  was  that  of  a child,  17  months  old,  which,  unfortu- 
nately, died  within  a short  time  of  the  disease  developing.  The 
third  was  the  father ; he  was  isolated  at  home. 

Scarlet  Fever  (9  cases). — In  January,  two  cases  were  noti- 
fied in  separate  houses  at  Copmanthorpe.  One  was,  I believe, 
infected  from  the  other,  but  after  very  careful  enquiry,  both  by 
the  Inspector  and  myself,  we  were  unable  to  trace  the  origin  of 
the  Fever  in  the  first  instance.  The  third  and  fourth  cases 
occurred  in  a house  at  Askham  Richard.  Here,  also,  we  were 
unable  to  understand  how  the  Fever  originated.  The  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  The  fifth,  a baby  5 months  old, 
a mild  and  somewhat  doubtful  case,  occurred  in  a cottage  on 
Dringhouses  Moor.  The  case  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital 
and  died  there  of  Measles.  On  October  13th  a child  was  notified 
in  a cottage  in  the  North  Eastern  Terrace,  Dringhouses.  The 
case  was  of  a doubtful  character.  The  child  had  suffered,  and 
was  suffering,  from  a chronic  desquamating  skin  disease.  On 
November  27th  the  case  returned  home  from  the  Fever  Hospital, 
and  a few  days  later  two  other  children  in  the  house  began  with 
Scarlet  Fever.  These  were  at  once  removed  to  Hospital.  On 
the  30th  of  December  a child,  two  doors  distant,  began ; this  case 
was  also  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  It  was  evident  that 
by  some  means  the  Fever  had  been  contracted  from  the  previous 
cases. 

Procedure  as  to  Disinfecting  Infected  Houses,  &c. — 
Where  advisable,  all  Fever  cases  are  removed  to  the  Acomb  Fever 
Hospital  as  early  as  possible.  The  houses  are  thoroughly  stoved 
by  means  of  sulphur  or  formalin,  and  all  infected  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  removed  to  the  York  Steam  Disinfector  for 
purification. 

Ti  BERCULOSis  (4  cases). — Three  occurred  at  Dringhouses, 
two  proving  fatal,  one  of  Phthisis  and  the  other  of  Tubercular 
Meningitis.  A fourth  proved  fatal  at  Bishopthorpe,  dying  of 
Phthisis.  All  the  necessary  arrangements  under  the  Tuberculous 
Diseases  Notification  Act  were  carried  out.  The  rooms  in  which 
the  fatal  cases  occurred  were  most  carefully  cleansed  and  dis- 
infected. 
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Pamphlets  on  the  Prevention  of  Phthisis  were  distributed 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Tanshelf,  Pontefract,  has  been 
opened  for  the  use  of  cases  occurring  in  the  West  Riding. 

CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  village  school  at  Askhani  Richard  was  closed  from  July 
4th  to  the  i8th  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  Chicken  Pox. 

THE  WAFER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  Acaster 
Malbis,  is  adequately  supplied  with  a good  and  wholesome  water. 

PUBLIC  SC  A\^  E X G I X G . 

We  have  a most  efficient  and  excellent  form  of  Public 
Scavenging  at  Dringhouses,  and  we  have  an  up-to-date  new  cart 
for  the  purpose,  and  peat  moss  used  in  place  of  ashes,  suggested 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  answers  splendidly.  I should 
like  to  suggest  to  the  Council  that  the  same  procedure  be  given 
to  the  villages  of  Bishopthorpe  and  Copmanthorpe.  They  need 
a system  of  Public  Scavenging  badly,  and,  from  a health  point 
of  view,  it  would  be  invaluable. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  &c. 

These  are  regularly  visited  by  your  Inspector,  and  he  reports 
them  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

FACTORIES  AXD  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  two  factories  have  been  duly  inspected  and  the  necessary 
regulations  carried  out. 


REARIXG  OF  IXEAXTS. 

4'he  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  70  per  t,coo  births  registered, 
the  same  as  in  1912. 

.A  pamphlet  on  the  “ Rearing  of  Infants  ” was  distributed 
throughout  the  District  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  I 
would  suggest  to  the  Council  the  advisability  of  doing  the  same 
this  year.  I am  sure,  in  the  interest  of  the  Public  Health,  it 
would  be  wise  to  do  so. 

MEDICAL  IXSPECTIOX  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

This  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Kaye,  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  with,  I believe,  excellent  results. 
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HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

The  Inspector  and  I have  had  no  difficulty  or  hindrance  of 
any  kind  in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Excellent 
work  has  been  done,  more  especially  with  regard  to  the  paving 
of  yards,  improvements  to  ashpits,  sinks,  etc.

Along  with  Dr.  Raimes  I have  inspected  136  houses.  Fifty- 
three  ashpits  and  privies  have  been  reconstructed  at  Dringhouses 
and  made  into  pail  closets,  and  a number  of  yards  have  been 
cemented. 

The  scavenging  at  Dringhouses  has  much  improved  since 
the  new  cart  has  been  in  use,  also  the  peat  moss  for  the  pail 
closets.
